Syrian Army Takes Control of Beirut

BEIRUT, Nov. 15 ‘ayn »—The 
Syrian Army took total control 
of Beirut today, forcing peace 
on the battle-ravaged central area 
of the capital and in effect end- 
_ ing the civil war that has kitled 
at least 35,000: persons in 19 
months. . 

‘The Syrians—officlaly only 
part of an Arab peace-keeping 
force but actually the overwhelm- 
ingly dominant contingent of the 
Torce and the only ones who par- 
ticipated significantly in today's 
occupation operation—met virtu- 


ally ao armed resistance 2s they 
began advancing toward the cen- 
ter of the city shortly after dawn. 

The Syrians’ bulldozers broke 
through thick earth and cement 
barricades, followed by their tanks 


. and truckloads of heavily armed 


combat infantrymen. The Leha- 
nese _leftist-Moslem-Palestinian 
forces and Christian rightists, 
who had been shooting and shell- 
ing each other throughout the 
Yast night of the war, either dis- 
appeared or peacefully gave up 
control of key points on the urban 
front lines to the advancing 
Syrians.

Labor Concedes 


To Lords Over 
Bill on Dockers 


LONDON, Nov. 15 (Reuters).— 
The Labor government tonight 
acknowledged that it has failed 
to win approval for a cantrover- 
sial bill on dock workers against 
Strong. opposition in Parliament. 

Employment Secretary Albert 
Booth said ‘the government would 
accept aN amendment proposed 
by the House of Lords that great- 
ἐν reduces the scope of the bill. 

The legislation sought to create 
% five-mile coastal corridor where 
all eargo-handling work would 
go only to registered longshore- 
men. The amendment cuts this 
to half a mile, in major port 
areas only, 

‘The House of Lords, where the 
opposition Conservatives have 2 
majority, bas been using its pow- 
ers of delay and criticism against 
government bills in the last few 


‘weeks, 


With only 4 slender hold on 
the House of Commons, Labor 
has : just managed to overturn 
most amendments: by the Lords 
but abstentions by two of its 
own right-wing members’ has 
weakened the dock-worker bill. 
This was accepted in order to 


᾿ salvage the remnants of the 
Tegislation. 


A few fusillades of machine- 
gun fire and several mortar sheis 
were aimed at the advancing 
troops, who returned the fire. But 
there were no reported casualties 
among either the Syrizng or the 
retreating militiamen as a result 
of the exchanges of fire. A Sytian 
soldier was killed when one of 
bis grenades accidently exploded. 
‘Three Lebanese civilians steppcd 
on mines in the streets. One of 
the civilians reportedly died. 

‘The advarcing troops were wel- 
comed cautiouc.; by most of the 
people of Beirut who were in their 
path, whether Moslem or Chris- 
tian. 

Militarily, the Syrian opera- 
tion (several hundred Sudancze 
and Libyan troops of a token 
peace-keeping force that has 
been largely inactive here since 
June helped patrol the area 
around the airport! was ap- 
parently near-perfect. 

By noon, the Syrians had 
penetrated the-center of Beirut 
from severol directions on the 
city’s edge, some previously con- 
trolled by rightists. others by 
leftists and Palestinians. 

Key Positions. 

Syrian tanks and troops took 
Positions controlling access to the 
raidio and television stations, 
the central bank, the electricity 
generating plant and the points 
on the confrontation line where 
the heaviest fighting of the war 
had persisted for more than a 
year—the National Museum, the 
square Near the parliament and 
the central market place, 

The next planned phase of the 
Syrian occupation of Lebanon, 
also approved by the Arab League 
nations in meetings last month 
in Gaudi Arabia and Egvpt. is 
the control of the national high- 
wars from Beirut north to Tripoli 
and the Syrian border and south 
to Sidon and Tyre. 

The Syrian occupation force is 
expected to stop well short of 
Lebanon’s common border with 
Israel, where penetration of troops 
from Damascus could stir conflict 
neither Syria nor Israel seems 
to want. The Syrians have also 
to deal with, or connive at, the 
occupation of several Israeli 
border area towns by Christian 
rightist forces who captured the 
towns with Israeli assistance. 

The Sjrian force is nominally 
‘under the command of President 
Elias Sarkis. who was elected in 
May with strong Syrian support. 

At nightfall. Beirut,on the 26th 
day of the 56th cease-fire since 
the war began in April of last 
year, was unusually quiet. There 
was, by 8:30 pim., uo sound of 
heavy machine guns, no thunder 
of artillery shells.

Kremlin Shifts

MOSCOW, Nov. 15 (UPT).—

Jean Gabin 
Dead at 72

the American Hospital in the 
Paris suburb of Neutlly when he 
died today. They had three 
children. 

Mr. Gabin left Hollywood in 
the early 1940s to enlst under 
his real name of Jean Moncorgé 
aS 8. Navy noncommissioned of- 
Tficer in Charles de Gaulle’s Pree 
French forces. He first served as 
master of arms on a mercbant- 
man plying the North Atlantic 
convoy’ route. 

Later, Mr. Gabin transferred 
to the “fusiliers-marins” (French 
marines) and was 3 tank com- 
mander in the ranks of Gen. 
Philippe Leclerc’s 2d Armored 
Division when it liberated Paris 
in August, 1944, He held both the 
Médaille Militaire and the Croix 
de Guerre. Several years ago. he 
was made an officer of the Legion 
of Honor in recognition of his 
wartime services. 

Mr, Gabin was very French in 
his tastes and pined for home 
whenever he left France. Fellow 
actor Marcel Dalio, an old friend, 
told in his memoirs of Mr. Gabin 
brooding in a luxurious Holly- 
wood mansion before the war. 

“What's the matter, Jean? You 
have everything you want, fame. 
fortune. Marlene. but τοὺ look 
unhappy.” Mr. Dalio told him. 

“Of course, Tm unhappy. I 
can't get boeuf bourguignon,” Mr. 
Gabin replied.

Church Missions in Rhodesia 


Called Source of Nationalism 


By Robin Wright 


SALISBURY. Rhodesia, Nov. 
15 (WP'.—“If it hadn't been for 
the church, there'd be no con- 
ference between the Smith gov- 
ernment and .the nationalists in 
Geneva right now,” a middle- 
aged African teacher said. 

It was a statement that Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
might consider exaggerated, but 
it nevertheless contains a good 
deal of truth. 

Without the church, the black 
nationalist movement here in 
Rhodesia might still be in em- 
bryonic stages, unable to exert 
the political power that it wields, 
incapable of the military pres- 
sures that it has mounted in the 
tou reno guerrilla war. 

The situation is reflected in 
the common background of the 
four rival black nationalist lead- 
ers: All four were taught at mis- 
sion schools and sponsored for 


further education by their re- - 


spectire churches. ‘Three have 
become church leaders. 

Abel Muzorewa is a bishop of 
the United Methodist Church, the 
American branch, Ndabaningi 
Sithole is an ordained minister 
in the United Church of Christ, 
Joshuz Nkomo is a lay preacher 
in the British branch of the 
Methodist Church. And Robert 
Biugabe, the most militant of 
the four, is a practicing Catholic. 

Training Ground

India Parliament 
Expels a Leader 


NEW DELHI, Nov. 15 (AP).— 
Subramaniam Swamy, 2 rightist 
opposition leader who hag fled 
to the West. was expelled from 
the Indian Parliament today for 
alleged misconduct and subver- 
sive activity. 

In the first such action in 
India’s 29 years of independence,

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Omens in Corréze 


The victory of Jacques Chirac in the first 
round of a parliamentary by-election in Cor- 
rece. In the heart of France, has impiications 
that so berond a seat and a vote in the Na- 
tional Assembly. President Giscard d'Es- 
talng’s former prime minister is now offi- 
cialiy back in polities. and the lines are 
being drawn for the impending general elec- 
tion—schedujed for the spring of 1978. 

Thoce lines—at least In the center and 
right areas which both the President and 
Chirac chiefly represent—are still hazy. 
Chirac. by first spiltting the Gaullist party, 
was a mejor factor in the former's narrow 
vietory over the Socialist-Communist can- 
didacy of Francois Mitterrand two years ago. 
Now the polls reflect 2 movement among the 
French voters toward the left. a result that 
may be largely attributed to stagflation in 
the French economy. How the right and 
center are to meet this threat, and with what 
candidates, is the crucial present problem of 
Freneh politics. 


Tt is one that is complicated by the numer- 
ous upheavals that have afflicted the French 
parties of the rignt and center under the 
Fourth and Fifth Repubiics. largely because 


of the impact of Charles de Gaulle’s per- 
sonality and 115 passing with his death. 

Now President Giseard wants to do what 
U.S. Republican moderates have attempted 
in past U.S. elections—win over those French 
liberals who aze not ready to go all the way 
with the Mitterrand coalition, And his former 
prime minister hopes to broaden the Gaul- 
Ust party into 8 mass movement of the 
right. His victory in Corréze 15 one step: a 
Gaullist convention next month will be 
‘another. Presumably, Chirac will be able to 
lead the Gaullists: the question is whether 
this will cause Giscard d'Estaing’s supporters 
to falt away from their present uncertain 
union with the Gaullists in the “presidential 
majority” in the Assembly, and split the 
right and center voters in the general 
election. 

If so, there is little hope of defeating the 
Socialist-Communist alliance, which is, grow- 
ing in strength. And the success of that al- 
lance would pose very serious problems for 
France. And raise equally serious questions 
among France's friends and allies. After 
Corréze, the world will watch with great at- 
tention what Jacques Chirac does amid the 
great uncertainties of French politics. 


Needed: An Economic Summit 


When President-elect Carter assumes the 
presidency in January. his first and most 
enicial decisions will be how to resolve eco- 
nemic problems—both domestic and inter- 
national, During the campaign, his attention 
was inevitably focused on domestic unem- 
ployment and inflation. But attention to the 
international economic and monetary situa- 
tien is at least as urgent. For, if swift action 
ὧν taken to rescue many weak and heav- 
ly indebted nations. world trade and the 
U.S. economy itself could be severely 
affected, 

Mast nations, both developed and develop- 
Ing. are still struggiing to recover from the 
snarp world recession of 1974-75 and the 
deep balance-of-payments deficits into which 
they were thrust, largely by the quintupling 
of ofl prices by the Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries. 

The global problems of unemployment, in- 
flation and payments disequilibrium are still 
acute—and are likely to be intensified if 
there ἰδ another oil price hike by OPEC next 
month. Admittedly. the world economy took 
the quintupling of oil prices in the past 
three years better than some economists 
feared. The recycling of petrodollars was 
earried through, in large measure, by private 
banking institutions in tae major Western 
countries, But private banks cannot go on 
indefinitely lending to the weak countries. 
Many of the deficit countries have become 
too risky for further extensions of loans by 
private commercial banks. 

This situation. so full of peril for the en- 
tire world. can be resolved only if the United 
States provides the leadershtp needed to 
head off another crisis—one that could be 
even more damaging than was the slump of 
974-75, 

The new U.S. President could quickly 
establish his understanding of the gravity of 
the international economic problem and of 
the need for collective action by calling a 
Fummit conference of the leaders of this 
country’s major atlies after he takes office. 


Such ἃ conference would have several 
aims. One would be to persuade West Ger- 
many and Japan to move in eoncert with 
the United States in expanding their econ- 
omies more rapidly. Those three eountries 
are in the best position to go forward faster, 
without undue risk of inflation or payments 
deficit, in order to Jead the world economy 
back to prosperity. Such countries aa Brit- 
ain, Italy and France could be expected to 
join the United States in urging the eon- 
servative West Germans and Japanese to 
accelerate their pace for the common 
welfare, 

A Second aim of the summit would be to 
forestall 2 wave of protectionism that might 
be touched off by nations seeking to safe- 
guard their dwindlimg reserves and falling 
currencies, and to protect the jobs of work- 
ers at home. If trade barriers were to 
spread, they could plunge all nations into a 
deeper slump. 

* * * 

In addition, a summit meeting might agree 
on 8 common plan for more official financial 
support to the most endangered countries. 
both rich and poor. Such a plan could be 
best implemented through international 
bodies, especially the International Monetary 
Fund. But the leadership for ἃ new multi- 
lateral financial effort would have to come 
from the United States and its principal 
allies, It would be in their enlightened self- 
interest to prevent a devastating blow to 
their private financial institutions and to 
their domestic economies that eould result 
from financlal defaults by other nations. It 
would serve the self-interest of the of- 
producing countries to avold intensifying the 
dangers of such a collapse—and to provide 
more financial aid to the weak—if only to 
protect the market for their oil. 

But the United States and its allies cannot 
wait for enlightenment to guide OPEC. It is 
up to Carter to take the lead, in behalf of 
all nations as much as of the United States.

Soares nonetheless chose to form a 
minority government. rather than trying for 
a coalition with the Popular Democrats, who 
finished second and subsequently changed 
thelr name to the Socla] Democratic party. 
The Social Democrats have considerably 
more affinity with Soares’s present course 
than does his own Socialist left wing. 

The name change ought to make easier a 
coalition between these two left-of-center 
reform parties: and this tandem could com- 
mand a robust assembly majority, even if it 
provoked some Socialist defections. It could 
give fresh momentum to an attack on staz- 
gering problems: 20 per cent unemployment, 
taging inflation, and a 1976 balance-of-pay- 
ments deficit of $1.5 billion. 

It may be politically impossible for Soares 
and Francisco Sa Carneiro of the Social 
Democrats to move toward each other before 
the local elections next month. But after 
that. in the Interest of shoring up the dem- 
ocratic system for which both men fought 
courageously through the Salazar and Cae- 
tano dictatorships, they should find it pos- 
sible to make the effort.
